HAND-MADE TILES 


HE beauty of our Hand-made Tiles created from plastic clay is a reflection of the spirit 
and individuality of Franklin Craftsmen. These skilfully hand-wrought Tiles have a vari- 


ation of surfaces and edges, which, of course, is not found in the precise surface and square 


mechanical edges of machine pressed Tiles. 


Our Hand-made Tiles are not so lost in ultra-artistic thought as to be of passing mode in 


shape or design, or impractical in the long wearing qualities so rightfully expected of Tiles. 


They are practical endurable Tiles artistically conceived in pleasing design and executed 


with the visual and manual skill of craftsmen having pride in their handiwork. There are four 


classes of Franklin Hand-made Tiles: 


FAIENCE (glazed) 
FAIENCE MOSAICS (glazed) 


COLONIAL REDS (unglazed) 
POLYCHROME FLINTS (unglazed) 


Franklin Plastic Hand-made Tiles have so wide a range of decorative and physical char- 


acteristics as to be adaptable to almost any architectural use. These characteristics, the sizes of 
the tiles and their practical uses are described under each heading. 


POLYCHROME FLINTS 


are unglazed, hand made, frost proof, non-slip 
Tiles, excellent for floors receiving unusually 
heavy wear. They are very hard and durable. 
The coloring material is throughout the entire 
Tile and not merely on the surface. Polychrome 
Flints are supplied in two color combinations. 


Italian Range and Desert Shades 


The Italian Range is illustrated on page 
nine. It includes a blend of colors from Dark 
Brown, through the Browns to Tan and Fire- 
flashed Gold. To lend a note of contrast there 
are Green tones. 


The Desert Shades pass from Pheasant 
through Tan to Fireflashed Gold and are much 
lighter in tone than the Italian Range. 

These Tiles are excellent for floor and wall 
treatment of arcades, hallways, lobbies, swim- 
ming pools, porches, bathrooms, showers, 
living rooms and fireplaces. 

The Tiles are supplied in the standard sizes 
of the 6” and 414” Series and are ¥6” thick. 
They are also made in Faience Mosaic sizes, 
34” thick. 

A reproduction of Italian Range in color is 
shown on page nine. 
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COLONIAL REDS 


are frost-proof, hand-made plastic red Tiles. 
They are made of local red burning clay and 
shale. Their beautiful red color is entirely nat- 
ural. These Tiles do not have sharp square lines, 
but are slightly rounded and irregular, which is 
the natural appearance of hand-made plastic 
tiles. 


They are excellent for store entrances, fire- 
place hearths and fronts, porches and insert 
work in stucco, plaster and concrete. 

Colonial Reds are made in the standard sizes 
of the 6” and 41%” Series and are 5” thick. 
They are also made in 2” and 3” Hexagon, 
2x2, 2x1, 1x1, which are 34” thick. 


FAIENCE TILES 


are furnished with glazes of varying degrees of 
hardness. However, any of our Faience (glazed) 
Tiles are suitable for floor use in residential 
or church work, where there is not a constant 
or heavy traffic. Glazed Tiles should not be 
used in any place subject to heavy wear, such as 


store floors, entrances, office lobbies and hall- 
ways. 

The Faience Floor Tiles are furnished 5%” 
thick in any of the standard sizes of the 6” 
and 41%” Series. Pieces smaller than these 
Series sizes are furnished as Faience Mosaics. 


FAIENCE MOSAICS 


are small (glazed) Faience Tiles. They are fur- 
nished in any of our standard Faience glazes or 
with the same glazes as our dry pressed Colored 
Wall Tiles. The sizes are 2’ and 3” Hexagon, 
2x2, 2x1, and 1x1 rectangles. The actual rec- 
tangular sizes vary somewhat from the sizes 
just mentioned, to make an allowance for 
joints so that they may be used in combina- 
tion to form various designs. Hexagon Tiles are 
1" thick and the rectangular are 34” thick. 
Faience Mosaics are pasted on sheets of paper 
about one foot square so as to facilitate and re- 
duce the cost of laying the tiles. The many pos- 


sible designs of Faience Mosaics, with these 
sizes, make it a practical material for a wide 
range of applications. 

Faience Mosaics furnished with the same 
glazes as the dry pressed Colored Wall Tiles, 
make it easy to have a harmonious tile treat- 
ment throughout. This particularly applies to 
bathrooms and shower work or other places in 
which it is desired to have the glazed Floor 
Tiles match the dry pressed Colored Wall Tile. 

Faience Mosaics are practical for use in swim- 
ming pools and any other place not subject to 
excessive abrasive wear. 


SPECIAL DESIGNS OR TILES 


We particularly solicit the execution of and are prepared for any work of a 
special or original nature. 
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INSERTS 


Most of the Inserts illustrated in this cata- 
logue are of such size as to permit their use for 
insert or design purposes in connection with our 
Floor Tiles. It is practical to use our glazed in- 
serts in areas subject to the hardest wear, be- 
cause the glazed portions are depressed below 


the wearing surface of the tile and the raised 
portions have the same wearing value as the 
other tiles with which they are used. Our 
inserts with the unglazed raised parts are fur- 
nished when Floor Tiles are ordered or upon 
request. 


FROST-PROOF TILES 


If glazed Tiles are desired for exterior use the 
body of the Tiles should be frost-proof. It is 
not necessary to specify frost-proof Colonial 
Reds or Polychrome Flints as they are frost- 


proof. Faience or Faience Mosaics must be speci- 
fied frost-proof if desired for exterior use where 
the climatic conditions are alternately freezing 
and thawing. 


STANDARD DESIGNS 


All of the sizes and designs of tiles shown in 
this catalogue are standard with us and can be 
furnished in either our glazed or unglazed tiles 
or a combination of both. 

These standard designs of unglazed and 


glazed Tiles with the wide choice of glaze colors 
and textures offer almost unbounded latitude of 
combination with each other and with other 
materials. They can be used without any 
semblance of being commonplace. 


GLAZES 


The enduring beauty of our Glazed Hand- 
Made Tiles is charmingly improved by the va- 
riation in shade among the Tiles of the same 
color. 

Their pleasing individuality is often expressed 


by the texture and shade variation on even a 
single piece of tile. 

A wide choice of colors and glaze textures is 
offered in our Bright Enamel, Semi-Matte, 
Matte and Crystalline glazes. 


ARCHITECTURAL SERVICE 


Our designers are available to render service 
to the Architect, Owner or Dealer. They may be 
utilized for consultation or to furnish colored 
sketches or detailed drawings of our own crea- 
tion or those to meet the desires of our clients. 

If a tile installation is to be designed by us 
and it is not practicable for our designers to 
make actual contact with the client, plans 


should be submitted or in the absence of them 
accurate dimensions. Information should be 
furnished relating to the decorative plan desired, 
period or kind of architecture, color, decorative 
and architectural detail of surroundings. 

Detailed drawings of tile layout will be fur- 
nished to the Dealer upon his request if they 
are an aid to installation.

Bathroom Accessories of white pressed porcelain or in 
the same shades as the colored Wall Tile or Faience glazes.

Lighting Fixtures finished in beautiful white vitrified 
china or in any of our Wall Tile and Faience colors. They 
are furnished complete, ready to hang, and are approved by 
the Underwriters.

Vitrified Pottery Switch Plates for standard switches, 
are supplied to match the Lighting Fixtures or Tile Glazes.

Electric Heaters are furnished with Globar heating 
elements in 500 and 1000 watt sizes. The face of the Heater 
is furnished in Faience Tile with any of the Faience or Col- 
ored dry pressed Wall Tile glazes or in the unglazed sur- 
face of Polychrome Flints or Colonial Reds. Illustrated on 
page 97. 


SIZES OF TILES 


It should be possible to use the most common 
sizes of tiles, 6x6” and 414x414” and their 
multiples and divisions with each other, either 
in random pattern or in broken joint work in 
such manner that a uniform size of mortar 
joint can be maintained. 

As it is, however, these sizes will not work with 
each other or with the multiples and divisions 
of each other with a uniform joint. 


In order that a uniform joint can be main- 
tained with our tiles in any kind of work and 
yet to be of such size as to enable the designer 
to use our tiles to a certain extent with those 
of other manufacture, we have recognized two 
base sizes of tiles: 6’’x6” and 41%4"’x41%"". 

We have established other sizes that are 
divisions and multiples of these 6’ and 414” 
base sizes. 
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SIZES OF TILES (Continued) 


We call the sizes of tiles that work with the 
6/’x6”’ basesize the 6” Series and those that work 
with the 414x414”" base size the 414”’ Series. 
The tiles of each series will work in combination 
with each other with a uniform 34’ joint. 

If a larger or smaller mortar joint is desired, 
a mortar joint varying up to 1%” larger or 
smaller, respectively 144” and 14” can be used 
satisfactorily with our Tiles. 


It is regretted that there is a lack of stand- 
ardization of sizes in Hand-Made Tiles. 

Even though the sizes of the Hand-Made 
Tiles would be uniform, it would not detract 
or be a disadvantage from any standpoint of 
design or appearance. 

There is ample variance of characteristics 
inherent in Hand-Made Tiles to avoid monot- 
ony in the use of standardized designs or sizes.
